ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Jily 5.—(?)— 
In a blazing struggle for air mas- 
tery over Sicily, American and 
British warplanes smashed key 
enemy airfields and knocked 43 
enemy fighters out of the sky 
during a great July Fourth aerial 
offensive. 

Five of the big island’s ten air 
bases. shook under bombs despite 
frantic counterattacks against the 
resolute Allied raiders by possi- 
bly 200 German and Italian ine 
terceptors. 

It was one of the bitterest days 
of the Mediterranean campaign, 
General Eisenhower’s headquar- 
ters made clear today in a com- 
munique observing: 

“The enemy resisted deter- 
minedly.” 

Lose 13 Planes. 

Allied losses were 13 planes in 
hotly concentrated operations by 
both arms of the Northwest Af- 
rica Air Force—strategic and 
tactical. 

The destruction of an Italian 
seaplane’ off the coast and of an 
enemy float plane brought the to- 


The Middle East Air Force 
based in Cairo joined the African 
wing in the action, RAF heavy 
the railway yards at 
Sicily. 

The North Africa force was over 
Catania, Gerbini, Sciacca, Comiso 
and Milo; Malta-based British 
fighters acted as escorts for some 
of the U. S. bombers. 

Everywhere the Axis defense 
was desperate. At Catania, for 
example, Flying Fortresses 
smashed at least 18 enemy planes 
in combat as they drove in to at- 
tack the airdrome. 

Torch Catania. 

At Catania fires were left rag- 
ing; two conflagrations swept Sci- 
acca field; at Milo it was the same 
story; at Comiso enemy aircraft 
caught on the ground were 
sprayed with fragmentation 
bombs; at Gerbini at least 20 ene 
my planes were destroyed in the 
sky by Mitchells, Lightnings and 
Marauders, 

The Germans in particular were 
described as “very aggressive—” 
so said Major A. B. Hughes, of 
Center, Texas. 

“They certainly were given a 
good pep talk before they took 
off,” he added. 

(The Italian high command 
in a communique broadcast 
from Rome spoke of “fierce 
battles” aloft, acknowledging 
damage both in Sicily and 
Cagliari province but claim- 
ing that “in the last two days” 
108 Allied planes had been 
shot down over Italian terri- 
tory.) 

Violent Offensive. 

The offensive against Sitily 
rose to a violence as great as those 
which crushed enemy air resiste 
ance in Tunisia in May and cone 
quered Pantelleria in June.

cast over his station.

With the elimination of 
OWl, which had men skilled in 
the knowledge of newspaper and 
radio problems, each bureau head 
will be working things out as he 
sees it—without any previous ex- 
perience.

1, Chaotic oversupply of “press 
and radio releases,’ which will be 
tossed into wastebaskets at news- 
paper and radio station offices. All 
these will be ‘‘blurb” stories of in- 
terest to no one. 

2. Refusal of bureau heads 
discuss any news matters 
might reflect unfavorably on their 
administration. Heretofore, the 
OWI has had authority to dig out 
information at the request of news 
papers and the bureau chiefs have 
not liked it. 


Multiplied Costs. 


3. Multiplied costs of public re- 
lations work, as the six govern- 
ment agencies compete with one 
another in an effort to induce 
newspapers and radio stations to 
present their causes to the public 
in a favorable light. 


4. Inability of citizens 
one central office of approach 
through which to obtain informa- 
tion on priorities, allocations, gen- 
eral salvage, industrial salvage.

I have grown carrots, for 


A carrot in a grocery store 
is a richly golden vegetable a tent peg, tender 
and succulent, 


A real carrot, tended and toiled over by me from seed to full 
fruition, is only faintly similar. It is about the size and shape 
of a bridge table pencil, a sickly vellow in cmor, and consists of a 
hard, thin coating of some sort of varnish around ‘a core of. pith 
that would defy the teeth of a dinosaur. 


The synthetic, or grocery store carrots, 
and shapely. A genuine carrot takes many 
is corkscrew shaped. Frequently it is a biped, 
of two stubby pencils joined together at the top. 

Only in the inedible part above ground does the genuine or 
garden carrot, resemble the synthetic, or grocery carrot. This, 
on the part of the carrot manufacturer, is simply another attempt 
at verisimilitude. In the real carrot, it is the good Lord’s kindly 
way of providing shade and a place of seclusion for the bugs and 
beetles which breed and feed and sleep and pursue their simple 
pleasures among the vegetables. 

The beet is another vegetable which in the home garden bears 
little resemblance to the store-bought beet. The authentic beet, 
as grown by the victory gardener, is about the size of a grocery 
store radish. The garden radish is roughly similar in size to the 
grocer’s English pea, and the English pea as brought to its finest 
flower by me and my gardening confreres, in its dried form could 
be mistaken for a grain of mustard seed. 


POTATO’S PROGRESS Only in the field of the potato have 


I been able to achieve anything like 
a reasonable facsimile of the potatoes that decorate the grocer’s 
counter. I use the word “field” af course in the larger sense, 
meaning “realm.” I do not have a field of potatoes. I have two 
rows of potatoes. There are eight vines in one row and six vines 
in the other, There were eight vines in each but some sort of 
miniature mastadon came in the dead of night and chomped off 
two of the vines level with the ground. I have been awaiting his 
return, armed with a shotgun. 

I know that I am growing a very successful potato because 
every morning when the weather permits | go out to the garden, 
gently scoop away the soil about the base of my largest potato 
plant and gaze with loying fondness at the embryonic spud 
nestling there. 

I measure its growth with a pair of calipers bought for the 
purpose, carefully record the increased dimension in a notebook 
marked in gold on the back “Progress Sheet of Irish Potato.” and 
then tenderly replace the soil. The potato does not seem to suffer 
from this daily disturbance of its earthy bed, though of late I 
have detected a faint greenish tinge. Consultation with experts 
reveals that this is probably caused by daily exposure, to the sun- 
light while measurements are being taken. 

Holding a hood over the head like an old-fashioned studio 
photographer will shade the potato and prevent this green tint 
from spreading, my experts advise. 

My neighbor down the street derides my use of the calipers to 
determine the progress of my- potatoes. His system, he feels, is 
infinitely superior. Being a man of scientific bent, he keeps tabs 
on the growth of his potatoes by means of a seismograph

But on the whole, American 
eating habits as of the present mo 
ment will undergo no drastic re 
vision in the next 12 months. We

Nor are we apt to get back to 
the old, happy-go-lucky pick-and- 
choose method for a long time to 
come. With better weather and 
growing conditions in 1944, for 
which the nation can devoutly 
hope—without the curse of floods 
and with increased acreages—our 
general crop and fruit totals can 
ease this food situation. 

But despite the continued up.- 
ward trend of livestock produc 
tion, the biggest in our history in 
1943, it is foolish to hope for gen- 
eral distribution of prime sirloin 
in 1944 or 1945. It doubtful 
if the authorities will attempt to 
increase the meat goal of 1944 ove!

There 
are 15 per cent more laying hens 
in the United States today, laving 
omelets and poached eggs for you 
and me, than in 1942.

If it is not available, the De-
